KICK ON GEN. OTIS 


NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENTS OB­ 
JECT TO THE CENSORSHIP. 


Louisville, ICy., July 19.—A special to 
tho Courier Journal from London. ICy., 
tells of a report reaching there of the 
outbreak 
of 
another feud in Clay 
county, by which five men lost their 
lives yesterday. 
The dead are said to be: Robert Pen- 
Hot, Ed Fisher, Aaron 
Morris, 
Jim 
Griffin and Hugh Griffin. 
These 
fatalities 
resulted 
from 
a 
pitched battle fought near Little Goose 
creek, three miles from Manchester. 
The feud dates back nearly two years. 
On Christmas, 1897, Jam es 
Pliilpot 
■was killed by Aaron Morris, but be­ 
fore he died he shot and killed William 
Bundy, a friend of Morris. The Mor­ 
a sses and Griffins were closely affili­ 
ated. Since then the feeling between 
the tw o factions has been very bitter 
and It has been aroused recently by the 
W hite-Baker hostilities. The Plillpots, 
who are tho strongest faction in the 
mountain, numbering about 750 voters, 
openly espoused the cause of the Bak­ 
ers, while the Griffins took sides with 
the Whites. 
The story that reaches 
irere from Manchester is to the effect 
th at Bob Philpot was arrested yester­ 
day morning by Deputy Sheriff Wash 
Thacker. 
While the report does not 
show clearly the origin of the trouble, 
or give the reason for Pldlpot’s arrest, 
it is said that, while Tucker was tak ­ 
ing Pliilpot’s bond the latter was shot 
from behind by a member of a crowd 
th at had gathered. This precipitated 
a general fight with Winchesters and 
revolvers, which was participated in 
by George, Granville, Robert and Peter 
Philpot and Ed Fisher on one side and 
Aaron Morris, Hugh, Jim and Green 
Griffin on the other. The battle began 
at 9 o’clock and raged fiercely for fif­ 
teen minutes. 
W hen it was over it 
was found that the five men mentioned 
above had been killed outright, three 
of the belligerents were seriously in­ 
jured, while Pete Pliilpot w as the only 
one oil either side to escape Injury. 
The story of this battle caused con­ 
sternation here, notwithstanding the 
fact th at serious trouble has been ex­ 
pected to break out among tile moun­ 
taineers of Clay county ever since the 
assassination of Tom Baker several 
weeks ago. An effort was at once be­ 
gun to secure deputies to go to the seat 
of the trouble and attem pt to restore 
quiet, but up to a late hour In the after­ 
noon there had not been enough re­ 
sponses to make up a force th at would 
command res im* ct. 
The situation at 
Manchester is deplorable. 
Since the 
battle the place bas been in a state of 
terror, scarcely any one daring to ven­ 
ture out of doors. 
Business is sus- 
pended and the residents are momen­ 
tarily expecting a renewal of hostili­ 
ties.

Manila, July l l , via Hongkong, July 
19.—The constantly increasing strict­

censorship of

patches from Manila which bas pre­ 
vented 
the cabling 
to

United 
States of anything that did not reflect 
official views of important events and 
conditions, resulted In a united effort 
on the part of correspondents here to 
secure an abatement of the rigor of 
tho censorship. 
The initiative in this 
direction was taken a month ago and 
has resulted in the framing of a state­ 
ment which was presented on Sunday, 
July 9, to Maj. Gen. Otis, with a re­ 
quest for permission to telegraph it to 
the United States. The correspondents 
also asked1 that 
they 
be allowed to 
cable to their 
respective 
papers all 
facts and 
the 
different 
phases of 
events as they transpired here. 
The 
correspondents had 
two 
long inter­ 
views with Gen. Otis, in the course of 
which they comploined that the evi­ 
dent purpose of Hie censorship was not 
to keep information from the enemy, 
but to keep from the public a knowl­ 
edge of the real condition of affairs 
here. It was also asserted by the cor­ 
respondents that 
newspapers printed 
in Manila, which 
reach 
the enemy 
quickly, are 
permitted 
to 
publish 
statements similar to those which cor­ 
respondents are forbidden to cable. It 
was made clear to Gen. Otis that the 
objection was to the system and not to- 
the censor. Gen. Otis finally promised 
greater liberality, agreeing to pass all 
m atter 
that he 
might 
consider not 
detrimental to the 
interests of the 
United States. 
Gen. Otis appointed 
Copt. Green, of his staff, censor. T he 
statement of the correspondents is na­ 
to Hows: 
The undersigned, being all staff correspond­ 
ents af American newspapers, 
stationed atr 
m anila, unit3 in the following statem ent: 
W e believe th at owing to ofllclal dispatches 
from M anila made public in W ashington the 
people of the United States have not received 
a correct Impression of the situation In the- 
Philippines, but th at these dispatches have 
presented an ultra-optim istic view th at is not 
shared by the general officers in the field. 
We believe th a t the dispatches incorrectly 
represent the existing conditions among the 
Philippines in respect to dissension and de­ 
m oralization resulting from the American cam ­ 
paign and to the brigand character of their 
arm y. 
W e believe the dispatches err in the declara­ 
tion th a t "the situation is well In hand” and 
the aneumption th at the insurrection can be- 
speedily ended w ithout a greatly Increased 
force.

We think the tenactly of the Filipino purpose 
has been underestim ated, and th at the state­ 
m ents are unfounded th at volunteers are w ill­ 
ing to engage in further service. 
The censorship has compelled us to partici­ 
pate In these m isrepresentations by excising 
or altering uncontroverted statem ents on the 
plea, as den. O tis stated, th at "they would 
alarm the people a t home" or "have the peo­ 
ple of the United States by the ears."

Washington, July 20.—It was stated 
at the war department that no atten­ 
tion whatever would be paid to the 
“round robin” of 
the Manila corre­ 
spondents. The protest was not sent 
to Gen. Otis, and it is said will not be, 
and Gen. Otis will not be called upon 
for an explanation. In addition to this, 
it was intimated that very encour­ 
aging news had been received from the 
Philippines and that the situation was 
much better than had been generally 
believed. 
The advices which the president re­ 
ceived from Manila, and which gave' 
so much comfort and encouragement 
to tho members 
of 
the cabinet to 
,whom they were communicated, had 
a bearing rather on the political than 
on the 
military 
situation, although 
there Is naturally very direct connec­ 
tion between the two at the present 
time. The commission, or at least so, 
much of it as remains at Manila since 
the departure of President Schurman 
and Admiral Dewey, has been nnrelnx- 
lng in tile effort to restore the confi­ 
dence of the natives and aid the mili­ 
tary operations by inducing defections 
among Aguinaldo^ followers. 
Some progress has I icon made, more, 
It is said, than the public Is acquainted 
with, for not only have the United 
States authorities been able to secure 
the unqualified adhesion of the natives 
of the more important islands outside 
of Luzon in the Philippine group, but 
even in that island they have steadily 
encroached on what was regarded as 
purely insurgent territory, and are ar­ 
ranging for the establishment of full 
civil governments In some of the prov­ 
inces of the island wherein Aguinaldo 
bas heretofore been the strongest. Be­ 
cause this is to be accomplished by 
peaoefulmeans and .with the full as­ 
sent of the inhabitants of the prov­ 
inces. the administration naturally felt 
that it had cause for gratification.

To the Farm ers’ Review:—The term 
sun-scald is commonly applied to th© 
destruction of a 
part 
or all of 
the 
bark of the trunk and main branches 
of trees upon th© sides 
facing 
the 
south, southeast and southwest, espe­ 
cially th© last, caused apparently by 
the rays of 
the 
sun. 
Though most 
frequently used to 
connection 
with 
fruit trees the effects may be seen upon 
shade trees as well. Though the time 
of injury is a m atter still under dis­ 
pute it seems evident th at trees may 
be Injured whenever favorable condi­ 
tions present themselves. 
These con­ 
ditions are first, exposed bark, second, 
great direct heat from the sun. third, 
alternat© low tem perature and direct 
sun heat as presented during the early 
spring. 
Though exposed hark may be 
taken as the 
fundamental 
favorable 
condition, lit© sun must strike it di­ 
rectly in order to produce this kind 
of Injury. 
And this may occur at any 
season of the year, in the coldest days 
of w inter as well as in the hottest of 
summer, the only difference being that 
at the former season the injury is as 
much due to frost as to heat, while in 
the latter case it is due to the baking 
of the growing tissue the cambium 
layer of cells - underneath the 
bark 
proper. 
In the spring the trouble is mainly 
due to alternate freezing aud thawing 
especially when unusually warm days 
are followed by very cold nights. Since 
young trees are readily excited into 
growth and since they have not yet 
formed protective layers of dead bark 
they are the ones that suffer most un­ 
der these conditions, while older ones 
are attacked most frequently (hiring 
the summer and the w inter than are 
young ones since these latter accom ­ 
modate themselves more quickly 
to 
changes of tem perature, and are heat­ 
ed through or cooled through, aB the 
case may be. Large trees become heat­ 
ed during the winter upon the 
ex­ 
posed side only a short distance to 
beyond the center, are slow ” to cool 
down after sunset and thus keep the 
heated southern side pretty warm un­ 
til the tem perature has 
sunk 
well 
down. 
At this tim e tho tem perature 
of the whole trunk Is about equal and 
the outside layer as alm ost suddenly 
under the influence of frost. W hether 
the trees be young or old it is the un­ 
seasonable activity of the cambium or 
growth layer followed by frost that 
does the damage during the winter and 
the spring. Injuries of this nature sel­ 
dom occur during the autum n prob­ 
ably because the trees are preparing 
for their winter rest and because tho 
weather conditions are less favorable 
to plant growth than in the spring. 
Recent transplanting, 
overpruning, 
protracted drouth may 
often 
bring 
about injuries by sun-scald since such 
produce a check upon the upward flow 
of sap and thus allow til** growing 
layer to become 
over-heated 
a dif­ 
ferent cause but producing practical­ 
ly the same 
effect. 
Sun-scald may, 
however, bo 
readily 
prevented 
by 
shading the bark in some way. Boards, 
either single 
and 
driven into 
the 
ground like stakes, or nailed together 
like caves-trougbs and tied to the body 
of the tree; 
hay and 
straw 
ropes 
wound round the trunk; screens 
of 
lath, etc., are often effectively used. 
A cheap and good one may be mad** 
of rye straw stood upright against the 
trunk and held in place by twine. Tills 
will last four or Ave years at a cost 
of about one cent per tree. 
And 
ti 
still cheaper one Is to plant a few rye 
seeds at the base of the trunk letting 
the stalks 
stand 
where they grow. 
They will reseed the ground so that 
further attention will bo unnecessary. 
Grafting tips of twigs to form a shade 
is a good practice as is also the grow 
lug of a sprout from the base of the 
trunk as commonly don© in Florida 
orange orchards. 
All these are good, 
cost little aud will 
prevent 
serious 
loss.

Broom 
corn millet, sometimes called Manitoba 
millet, or Hog millet, is a substitute for 
corn in sections where corn will not 
thrive, but it alyo may be profitably 
grown for forage In corn growing sec­ 
tions, It looks very much like broom 
corn while growing. It Is raised more 
for seed than some other varltles of 
millet, but is sometimes raised for fod­ 
der only. 
Millet requires a soil rich In veget­ 
able m atter and rather free. 
Loams 
and dark prairie soil grow It well. 
It 
is of whyer growth on clay and sand 
It may be tow n at any time after the 
corn planting season has arrived, but 
should not bo sown in early spring. 
The 
season 
for 
sowing 
continues 
through the summer as long as there 
is m oisture sufficient to make it per 
mlnato. 
It requires, 
however, from 
sixty to seventy-five days to niako a 
full crop of fodder, and It is easily in 
lured by the early frosts. 
Millet 
Is 
much grown as a catch crop after the 
failure of some other crop, or after 
rye that has been pastured off. When 
:t is the only crop grown on the soil 
during tho season, the ground may be 
prepared as for a crop of corn. 
The 
more frequently the ground Is stirred 
in th(> spring before sowing the cleaner 
abd b e tte r the crop is likely to be. Th© 
seed may bo sown by hand 
with a 
broadcast seeder, or with a seeding at 
tachm ent on tho grain drill. 
In tho 
last case no covering may bo nones 
gary. 
When broadcasted it is best. to 
cover the send with some 
form 
of 
smoothing harrow. 
The am ount 
of 
seed usually sown Is from a half bush­ 
el to a bushel per acre, 
it is ready 
for harvesting when a m ajority of the 
heads have appeared. 
When cut at 
this stage there Is no loss from shat 
terlng of seed and the fodder is leafy 
and appetising, It requires more lime 
to cure than ordinary hay, but may be 
made ready for storing in the same 
way, 
It is proper to say th at when 
fed to horses it should not be given 
more than once a day, as it contains

Millet. 
Millet is a “child of tho sun,” and 
should only be planted after the sea­ 
son is fairly well advanced, says Home­ 
stead. 
When it gets a sta rt it stands 
drouth and heat quite well. 
It fur­ 
nishes a good bed for feeding green, 
and makes a good winter fodder 
for 
horses, cattle and sheep if cut and fed 
at the right stage and properly cured. 
If it becomes overripe, however, it gets 
woody and unpalatable and Its feeding 
value 1r very quickly Impaired In this 
way. The seed furnishes good feed for 
live stock when fed judiciously, but of 
course the ripening of the seed im­ 
pairs th© value of the fodder. 
There 
are a num ber of varieties cultivated, 
smong them the common millet, Ger­ 
man millet, Hungarian grass, the Gol­ 
den Wonder, Broom Corn millet, etc. 
The common millet produces a great 
deal of seed, but not so much fodder, 
nor is it so valuable as some other va­ 
rieties. 
The German m illet 
bas 
a 
strong habit of growth, is quite leafy 
and hence produces a large amount of 
fodder for good quality. 
W here the 
seed grown is of southern growth, tho 
best yields of fodder are usually se­ 
cured. Hungarian grass is closely akin 
to tho German millet in its habits of 
growth. 
The Golden W onder millet 
Is very productive 
of 
seed, having 
beads uncommonly long and 
heavy. 
It is tbs variety 
commonly 
plant­ 
ed 
when 
seed is th© 
chief 
object 
•ought, and as it will ripen further 
north than corn it may to some ex- 


sod or grassy land IR left until spring 
before being plowed, any crop that 
may be planted on such land will be 
considerably damaged by cut-worms. 
The reason of this Is that the worms 
are nearly full-grown In the spring, 
yet they need one good meal before 
forming into pupae, a short time after 
which they come forth as night-flying 
moths. 
The life history of the cut 
worm is th Im: 
The moths lay their 
eggs in grass throughout tho summer 
months, and after a few days these 
eggs hatch into small worms, which 
feed upon the grass. 
Tho worms cast 
off their skins from tim© to time to 
accommodate their increase In size, 
and during Hie cooler weather of win­ 
ter go deeper in the ground, being 
dorm ant for a tim e lf the weather 1» 
very cold. 
Upon the advent of spring 
the worms come forth for a finishing 
touch of growth, and soon from pupae 
in the ground Just beneath the surface 
Some time after this tho m oths are 
produced, and, after mating, th© 
fe 
males lay the eggs for a new brood. 
With most species there 
is but 
one | shopworn, 
brood a year. Most farm ers are begin 
iring to realize the advantages of fall 
plowing, and where nod land especial 
ly Is plowed In the fall It will greatly 
lessen the number of cut worms and 
otto r Insects on such land the follow­ 
ing spring. 
A good remedy for killing 
out the cut worms In the gurdcn is to 
make up a m ixture consisting 
of a 
quantity of brun or corn meal moist­ 
ened with water, to which is added a 
little paris green and a little molasses 
or sugar to give a sweetish taste. 
It 
is tho paris green that kills the worms, 
and this should hts very thoroughly 
mixed with the bran, so that the mix 
lure will be uniform.
